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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-12, 18-20, 24-26, 30 and 34-36 is the 
inclusion in claims 1 and 12 of the raised handling structures being produced by a flowable 
anhydrous preparation of at least one radiation-curable plastic that solidifies. None of the art 
cited disclose this concept. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 13-17, 21-23, 27-29, 31-33 and 37 is the 
inclusion in claims 13 and 32 of the raised handling structures being produced by a flowable 
anhydrous, physically drying preparation including an organic solvent and a plastic that 
solidifies. None of the art cited disclose this concept.
